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ſhewed alſo how weare to perform 

, holy duties, that wee may doe the 
| will of God on earth as it is 
| done in heauen ; For wee muſt haue 
_ reſpe&to themanner, as well as to 

| the matter,in the performing of ho- 
ly duties : as the reuealed Will of 
; God muſt bee our ground for the 
| matter, ſo the holines of God muſt 
| be our rule- for the manner, ſeeing 
the Lord is as ſtrict in direfing vs | 
how,as earneſt in exhorting vs what | 
ro doe. Alſo T haue endeauoured to | 
| anſwer ſome queſtions : as firſt, how: | 
wee are to remember thoſe in bonds, | 
Secondly, why the Lord ſuffers his |

And thirdly, how the godly may | 
know that the Lord loues them, | 
notwithſtanding they arc in great 
affliction, which is,by entring into 
the Sanctuary of God; alſo I haue ' 
ſhewed what the Sanctuary is, and | 
how they may behold God walk- 
ing therein for their greater com-

Now conſidering alſo the weight 
of the word Remember, that it ex- 
empts none : for if the Lord ſhould 
haue faide , Releeue them, many 
haue itnot:if hee ſhould hane ſaide, 
ſpeak for them, many are bard from.

their lives or liberty: if hee ſhould 
haue ſaid, fight for them, many may 
not ; if hee ſhould haue ſaid, deliver 
| them, many cannot; and therfore he 
| faith, Remember them, which cucry 
one may ; for this breakes through 
| all letres, neither farrenefſe of 

| place,nor oppoſition of power , nor 

| difficulty of danger can let, but cue- 

- | ry one may remember them. None 

| can complaine of the pooreneſie of 

| their eſtate, the weakeneſlſe of their 
| bodies,the diſability oftheir nature, 
| northertenderneſle of their ſexe:for 
| every one may remember them by 
| praying for them, ſighing for them, 
| groaning for them,and fo mourning 
' | and ſuffering with them. This will 
ſtretch cuen fiom the city of S/»/hz 
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throughout al the 127. Prouinces of | 
the King A-aſhnueroſe:the oppoſition 
of great Haman cannot let, nor the 
prelentneſſe of their danger preuent 
it, nor the tenderneſſe of Hefers 
ſexe hinder it. We may many 
times want eyes to ſee them, or. 
times to vifite them, or opportunity 
. ( or meanes to miniſter ynto them;but 
wee ſhall neuer want occaſton nor 
meanes to remember them, if we be 
not wanting in affeftion towards 
them, And therefore ſceing my abi- 
lity could not doe that TI would, I 
thought it my duty todoe that I 
could, and therein haue endeauou- 
red to ſtirre vp others that are bet- 
ter able, to doe what they ſhould,

Secondly ,it ferues for imitation, That 
ſeeing God is (o pittifull of his afflited 
feruants, euery one of his ſhonld doe the

4 Thirdly, it ſerues to ſhame Chriſtians 
that are ſo pittileſſe of the afflicted ſer- 
uants of God ;it ſhewes they arc no whit 
like their Father, « Hath.5.45. and that 
they want a grear deale of loue to God : 
for he that loves him that begat, will loue 
him alſo that 1s begotren, 1. /oh. 5. 1. 
Andif wee loue, we will thew it by our 
pittying of them, 6.15h.3.17. 
Fourthly, ut {zrues for terrour to all 
thoſe

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thoſe that are inſtruments, or cauſes 
of the atflictions of the people of 
God. For howſocuer it may bee ne- 
ceflary in ſome reſpe&s that they 


. ſhould bee afflicted : yer,as it is (aide 


another caſe, ſo Ilay in this; Woe 
beeto them, by whom the affli&ion 
commeth ; for doth God pitty his af. 
fiited ſeruants? then hee will haue ro 
pitty on thee thar. art the inſtrument 
or cauſe of their atfidtion , but will 
eſteeme ir a rightecus thing to re- 
compence tribulation vnto thee. 
Yea if hee pronounce a woe vnto 
his- owne people , becauſe they for- 
rowed not for them in their atfii- 
&ions: what will hee doe to thee , 
who doeſt afflit them ? Yea if e/e- 
roſhe bet curſed that came not out 
ro helpe them, what will hee doe 
to thee who commeſt out againſt 
them ? but cuen g1ue thee thy porti- 
on with Pharaoh, or Herod, or with 
the Babylonians, or with the Anti- 
chriſtian Rowanes, to bee deſtroyed 
heere , and to becalt into the blacke 
lake hereafter ? For it thou haddelt 
no other ſinne againſt thee but this,

: ln the fift place it ſerues for in- 
nitation, to inuite euery one to the 
ſerious meditation and due confide- 
ration of the words in the Text, Re- 
member thoſe that are m bonds : For 
it concernes all , it belongeth to all, 
of what eſtate or degree , or con- 
dition ſocuer, whether high or 
lowe, rich or poore, in proſpert- 
tie or aduerſitic, here is matter for 
thy meditation. If thou be in prof. 
perity, 1t informes thee of thy du- 
ty ; if in aduerſity, of the Lords care 
ouer thee for thy comfort. There= 
fore let it often bee in thy mjnde, 
and ofren in thy memory - let it 
)ye Jdowne with thee, and rife 'p 
wit 
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with thee : Yea let it bee with 
thee in thy going out, and at thy 
comming in, and accompany thee 
inall thy wayes. And astheſe words in 
the text, ſo all the branches of the 
ſame, with the ſcuerall inſtructions 
that it yeeldes for ourvſe; andconfi- 
der what a ſtorchouſe of treaſure is 
contayned in it ; for howſoeuer a text 
may bee full of heauenly good mat- 
ter, yet it ſhall not bee good to 
thee, vnleſſe rhou profitably recciue 
it. Andas this is the maſters ioye, 
{o it will bee the ſchollers comfort, c- 
uen with Dauid tro hide the word ; 
and with Afary to laieit vp 1n their 
hearts : And ſeeing it is the intent 
of the Lord in ſpeaking, of his 
Spiritin inſpiring ; the inuiter 10 ga- 
thering, and his ſoule in defiring , 
that it may. bee for thy profiting, de- 
priue not ſomany of their expecati- 
on, thy ſcIfe of ſo much good. And 
ſeeing that the ſweetneſle of it made 
i eaſie 1n gathering, let it not bee te- 
dious vntothee in teteining 1t beeing 
RA: And as it ſerues for all per- 
ſons, ſo for all times and all changes ;
